It’s going to cost a pretty ko­ 
peck to purge Lavrenty Pavlovich 
Beria. 
It will be one of the toughest 
jobs today in the Soviet Union, 
and it will fall, primarily to a 
man named P. K. Ponomarenke, 
who is the minister of culture. 
The process of purging does not 
mean simply arresting and trying 
the former interior minister and 
police boss. It means expunging 
the record of Beria, which is a 
rea! tough operation. 
The job already has begun, at 
home and abroad. Word from Paris 
relay ed by correspondents of the 
National Committee For a Free 
Europe, is that a team of Com­ 
munists led by a high-ranking So­ 
viet embassy official, are busy buy­ 
ing up all existing copies of books 
mentioning Beria. This will be re­ 
peated 
in 
many 
capitals, 
and 
throughout the Soviet Union the 
party' will have a monumental job 
gathering in the remnants. 
One of the books the agents seek 
is Volume 5 of the “ Great Soviet 
Ency clopedia,” a work which ap­ 
parently never will be really fin­ 
ished. Every time the Russians 
get somewhere with it. somebody 
is purged and the whole thing 
starts all over again. 
After many' revisions required by 
Stalin’s purges, the “ Great Soviet 
Ency clopedia” finally reached the 
18 th of 50 projected volumes. Vol­ 
ume 5 concerns the letter “ B” and, 
naturally , Beria is in there, along 
with a big full-page, idealized por­ 
trait. 
The encyclopedia embarrassing­ 
ly refers to Beria as “ one of the 
outstanding leaders of the CPSU 
« Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union) and the Soviet government.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15— * - - 
Sen. Bridges (R-NH) forecast to­ 
d a y that federal spending would 
total 72 billion dollars in the cur­ 
rent financial y ear, two billion 
less than the latest Eisenhower 
administration estimate. 
However, such a spending fig­ 
ure still would leave the budget 
unbalanced by 31* billion dollars 
on the basis of the administration’s 
revenue forecast. 
Bridges estimate was contained 
in a report on the record of the 
19 53 session of Congress on money 
bills. He is chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Appropriations Committee, as 
well as president pro tempore of 
the Senate. 
He did not explain how spend­ 
ing could be pushed down to the 
72 billion figure, which compares 
with the rqost recent estimate of 
$74,100,000,000 
in

fiscal 19 54 made by top adminis­ 
tration officials.

President Eisenhower today got a 
new senior military advisor and 
the military services salu ted a 
new sk ipper as Adm. Arthu r W. 
Radford took the oath as chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of 
He was sworn in by his veteran 
soldier predecessor, Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley, at a Pentagon cere­ 
mony attended by high civilian 
and military leaders. 
The u nu su al procedu re of hav­ 
ing a new chief sworn in by his 
predecessor was approved by both 
men and by 
Defense 
Secretary 
Wilson to u nderline the orderly 
tu rnover of the military high com­ 
mand. 
In another Pentagon cciemuny 
Gen. Mathew 
B. 
Ridgway took 
over from Gen. J. Lawton Coiiins 
as Army chief of staff. 
Adm. Radford accepted his mis­ 
sion and congratulations with a 
brief: “ I will try my best.” Ridg­ 
way delivered a 4-minute soeech 
in which he pledged “ unquestion­ 
ing loy alty ” to civilian authority 
and dedicated himself to gaining 
full respect from all civilians for 
the men and women in uniform. 
A third member of the new mili­ 
tary team, Gen. Nathan Twining. 
Air Force chief of staff, witnessed 
both swearing in ceremonies today 
as a veteran of six weeks in his 
job. He succeeded Gen. Hoy t S. 
v andenberg on June 30.

Robert 
Carney 
succeeds

val operations. As chairman of the 
joint chiefs, Radford actually com­

The new chiefs have been given 
the task of making an exhaustive 
survey of the nation's defense 
needs. They will make recommen­ 
dations which will not only serve

The laboratory at the Bothwell ' 
Memorial 
Hosp ital has for the 
p m t two y ears op erated a su ccess­ 
fu l 
blood 
bank, 
making 
blood 
av ailable at all times for the sick 
and inju red confined to the hos­ 
p ital. 
Du ring the first six months of 
*he y ear ov er two hu ndred trans­ 
fu sions of o;ie p int of blood hav e 
been giv en. To obtain this am ou nt 
of blood many more indiv idu als 
had to be ty p ed. 
The bank is op erated on a v ol­ 
u ntary donor basis. Patients re­ 
ceiv ing blood rep lace the first p int 
giv en with two p ints and after 
that it is on a p int-for-p int basis. 
The requ ired two p ints for the 
first transfu sion is to m ake u p for 
the deficT that frequ ently occu rs 
w non an accident v ictim receiv es 
a p int of blood and is u nable to 
rep lace it. Patients rep lacing the'* 
blood in the bank are charged a 
m inim u m fee for the u se of equ ip ­ 
ment, sp ecially p rep ared bottles 
a:id tu bing which cannot be re­ 
u sed. 
In case the recip ient of blood 
does not wish to rep lace the blood 
a standard fee of S25 p er tran s­ 
fu sion is charged. This money is 
p laced in a sp ecial fu nd which is 
u sed only to p u rchase blood from 
p rofessional donors. In most in­ 
s'.u ncos this is necesasry only when 
an indiv idu al has a rare ty p e of 
blood. 
Most of the time the bank is 
w e’i stocked to meet any em er­ 
gency need. The dem and for blood 
is fairly constant. Recently one 
p atient was requ iring two p ints 
dailv and six were requ iring one 
p w daily . This created a heav y 
¡» » -in on the bank. Occasionally a 
s v ere inju ry or su rgical p atient 
will requ ire 10 to 12 p ints in a 
v ery short p er.od.

There is. a a offset in ou r backyard where son- 
in-law Bill erected a brick ou tdoor oven this

Bu t the next morning in the mail I received 
this letter from a west side citizen: 
“We have been reading several items p rinted 
in you r p ap er concerning stray dogs. Ou r letter 
i.s not one of these bu t concerns the ‘owned’ dogs. 
“Some weeks ago after sp ending weeks tou r­ 
ing the town for the right location, we bou ght 
a home here in Sedalia. 
“Since walking is one of the habits we enjoy 
most, we natu rally looked for the most p leasant 
p lace for that p u rp ose. 
“Now we find that it is almost imp ossible to 
take a walk with any p leasu re du e to the 
swarms of dogs roaming the streets. We have 
two dogs, they are kep t on leashes at all times, 
they have at no time in their 3! 2 years been 
allowed to roam the streets anywhere. 
The 
other evening we cou nted 15 dogs ru nning in 
grou p s of three and fou r du ring a fou r-block- 
squ are area. These are not strays, bu t ap p arently 
hou sehold animals. Ou tside of slu m districts, we 
have never seen, mu ch less had the exp erience, 
of this anywhere. This covers ou r p ast homes, 
and also fou r months of traveling 5.000 miles, 
and stop p ing at many cities and towns. 
Ou r lawn which was ju st p u t in, and is new 
tender grass, the flower bed which had been 
p u t in by the florist, has been only kep t from 
being ru ined by constant watch. Ou r p orch is 
even u sed by these p ests for their p ersonal 
habits. 
“It seems to u s that a town of this size shou ld 
have some ru les governing su ch a p ractice. 
“The fence we p u t u p will have to be, of 
necessity, not only for ap p earance and p rivacy, 
bu t bu ilt to keep ou t the swarm of dogs that 
over-ru n the p lace. 
“We go not feel that the fact that we have 
licensed dogs entitles u s to let them ru n at large 
and become a p u blic nu isance, neither do we 
want them on ou r p rop erty. Most towns have 
laws to govern this condition, this is the first 
p lace in which we have lived that su ch a con- 
oition exists.”

You ’re hearing an awfu l lot. lately abou t the 
things President Eisenhower is doing for the 
game of golf. Bu t has anyone given any thou ght 
to what he's doing for that 
ancient 
ritu al, 
breakfast? 


On the matter of golf, the evidence ap p ears 
over w helming. Sales of golf bails and clu bs are 
u p , d u o membership s have gained, the golf p ros 
have more bu siness, and the p u blic links are 
crowded. The sp oils exp erts insist “Ike” has a 
good deal to do with this flu rry of activity. 
Even lobbyists, some of whom p robably have 
never hefted anything heavier than a highball, 
are flailing away with golf sticks, acqu iring a 
hook or a slice. They have to get ou t on the 
cou rse, if only to be able to teil their clients 
they rep laced one of Ike’s divots. 
As for breakfast, the cold statistics aren’t in 
yet. Bu t we'll wager they make an imp ressive 
array. For the President and his whole official 
entou rage have made it ju st abou t the most 
imp ortant meal of the day, governmentally as 
well as gastronomically. 
Everybody’s u p and gu lp ing away by 7:30. Mr. 
Eisenhower tosses off a mu rderou s p hrase like 
“see you at breakfast tomorrow” as casu ally 
as somebody else might say “let’s have a qu ick 
one arou nd 5:30 this afternoon.” The men who 
really want to get his ear—or that of some 
assistant—have learned they have to join the 
dawn p atrol. 
A good many p eop le know’ the President liked 
to talk bu siness over a meal. 
Bu t they never 
imagined he'd give top p riority to breakfast. 
You ’d almost think he was trying to get rid of 
the faint-hearted. Tnat’s an old p rofessor’s trick: 
Classes at seven to shu ck off the indifferent. 
Sooner or later the egg market is going to feel 
a tremor from all this. And it wou ldn’t be su r­ 
p rising to hear that the breakfast food p eop le 
were p u shing black lines a bit higher on their 
bu siness charts. 
Fu rthermore if you ’re going in for breakfast 


0 1 1 the p residential scale, you can’t stagger to 
the table and nibble morosely at bu rnt toast or 
stare blankly at black coffee. You have to be 
of good cheer, to make a thing of it. Morning 
gi’Uir.p iness is ou t. 
Whether Ike's resu rrection of this rather His- 
credited ritu al will have a lasting effect or 
whether it will be good, we wou ldn’t care to say. 
A lot will dep end on what kind of a hu man 
being the breakfast-eating tyro tu rns ou t to be 
by su ndown. If he’s gru mp y over steak and 
p otatoes, what have we gained?

Eighty -third Co ngress Veto ed 


Any Pro be Of Prices 


By DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON— Sometimes du ring the ru sh 
of a congressional session, the p u blic misses 
most of the imp ortant things Congress does— 
or fails to do. Sometimes the session is so hectic 
that not even congressmen themselves catch all 
that hap p ens. Accordingly, this colu mn will p u b­ 
lish some of the u nnoticed actions or lack of 
action by the 83rd Congress. 
One thing the 83rd Congress did do was to 
tu rn thu mbs down on one of the most overdu e 
p robes on the national agenda — to discover 
exactly who gets what ou t of the hou sewife’s 
dollar. 
Partly as a resu lt, the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion is now faced with the difficu lt and embar­ 
rassing fact that p rices today are higher than 
ever while the farmer’s share is lower than 
ever. 


It was p romised that p rices wou ld ¿ 0 down 
when the new administration removed controls 
last Febru ary. Instead, p rice levels have reached 
new’ heights. While beef cattle are selling at 
record lows, beefsteak is selling at the bu tcher 
shop s for almost record highs. 
Yet Congress 
voted to bar an investigation. 
On Sep t. 27, President Tru man wrote to Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission Chairman Mead asking 
for a “sp ecial investigation to give u s a break­ 
down of the consu mer's dollar.” 


Pointing ou t that the government needed the 
information to deal with the comp lex p rob­ 
lems of the modern U.S. economy, Tru man said 
that “p owerfu l interests are at work trying to 
convince the consu mer that it is the farmer who 
is resp onsible for the high cost of living . . . 
althou gh the farmer receives only abou t half of 
the consu mer’s food dollor.” 


To carry ou t this vital p robe, the Federal 
Trade Commission asked the 83rd Congress for 
$186,000. Bu t Congress not only cu t ou t these 
fu nds altogether, bu t took the amazing step of 
p assing a sp ecial rider stating that none of the 
FTC’s fu nds “shall be available for a statistical 
analysis of the consu mer's dollar.” 


Senators Bricker of Ohio, Dirksen of Illinois, 
Jennc-r of Indiana, Hickenloop er of Iowa, and 
McCarthy of Wisconsin, all Rep u blicans, rep re­ 
sent millions of farmers and hou sewives who 
wou ld like to know ju st who’s taking money 
ou t of their p ockets. Nevertheless all voted to 
kill any p robe of p rices. 


The Price Picture 


Meanwhile, here’s what’s hap p ening to the 
ever-increasing sp read between what the hou se­ 
wife p ays and what the farmer gets: 
In 1945, the farmer got 54 p er cent of the 
hou sewife's food dollar. In 1951, he got exactly 
50 ner cent. Today he’s getting only 45 p er cent. 
The decline in the farmer’s sha^e is hitting 
p ractically all major farm p rodu cts. 
Between 
the second qu arter of ’52 and the second qu ar­ 
ter of this year, the farmer’s share of the con­ 
su mer's beef dollar declined 36 p er cent. In the 
case of bu tter, the farmer’s share drop p ed 9 p er 
cent: cheese. 13 p er cent; evap orated milk, 17 
p er cent: and flu id milk, 7 p er cent. 
In contrast, middelmen’s fees •-• ere generally 
moving u p ward. Between 1951 and 52 t h e y made 
17 p er cent more on a p ou nd of beef: 4 p er 
cent more on a p ou nd of bread: and 3 p er cent 
more on a p ou nd of bu tter. 
Simu ltaneou s, the food-p rocessing indu stry in­ 
creased its net earnings, after taxes. 11 p er cent 
between the last half of 1951 and the last half 
of 1952. 


Farmers Lo se 


In addition to the squ eeze on food p rodu cts, 
farmers are also losing ou t on other basic com­ 
modities. Between December '51 and Decem­ 
ber ’52 the hou sewife p aid 4 p er cent less for 
cotton articles, bu t the farmer who grew the 
cotton received 21 p er cent less.

A? the farmer gets less and less of the consu m­ 
er s dollar, the hou sewife is p aying increasingly 
more for the farmer’s food. In 1951. the average 
hou sewife sp ent $722 p er year for her family's 
farm p rodu cts. Today, that same hou sewife has 
to p ay ju st $1,000 for the same year!" su p p ly 
of farm food. 
Government economists u nder the new* ad­ 
ministration are a little timid abou t talking, bu t 
some of them p oint ou t that the p eriod when 
p rices were held firmest was u nder OPA Ad­ 
ministrator Leon Henderson and Economic Sta­ 
bilizer Fred Vinson, now Chief Ju stice of the 
United States. 
With the relaxation of p rice 
controls, they p oint ou t, both the consu mer and 
the farmer lost while the big p rocessor gained. 
Note — Former Federal Trade Commissioner 
John Carson soarkp lu gged the p rop osed investi­ 
gation of the big p rocessors’ p rofits. When his 
term of office exp ired last sp ring, Eisenhower 
did not reap p oint him.
